ENTOMOLOGY OF "KISSING 
BUG." 


The fcur ot tho so-called "kissing bug," 


iu the opinion of Dr. E. I'. Folt, stato en- 
tomologist at Albany, is tin exaggeration. 
He says ho bulievco that tho conditions 
which are reported from all parts of the 
country relative to the depredations of 
tlds insect are nothing out of. thu usual. 
The bug, which baa been miaiiamed the 
'•kissing hug," Is an insect which Is ox- 
cecdiagly common to the United States, 
and, according to tho best scientific au- 
thority obtainable, is not a pugnacious or 
pugilistic bug. Its sting is sharp, and It 
injects a poison which is painful, but it is 
only in cases of extraordinarily weak con- 
stitutions, according to scientific authori- 
ty, that the results have been fatal,, Tho 
buff Is i commonly known as the "Black 
Corsair."
